Washington, D. C., June 4.—[{Special.]— 
President Taft’s attitude toward the negro 
and the relation of the colored people to pol- 
itics in the south are things which are being 
discussed a great deal among the members 
of congress and the government officials 
nowadays. 
In the first place Mr. Taft has been in the 
south a good deal since his election. He has 
had a great deal of experience with the Fili- 
pinos, who are not negroes, of course, but 
who present many similar race problems for 
solution. When on the bench Mr. Taft's 
circuit included not only Ohio but Kentucky 
and Tennessee, and thus he acquired the 
point of view of a border state and one which 
may fairly be considered as distinctly south- 
ern. Soon after his election as president he 
retired to Hot Springs, Va., where he was 
surrounded by an original and almost un- 
contaminated negro element. Later in the 
winter he went to Augusta, and thus in the 
heart of Georgia was able to get at first 
hand the southern point of view on the per- 
plexing question. 
Mr. Taft has intimated to the Wee 
white men that he proposes in a way to avoid 
giving offense by the unnecessary appoint- 
ment of negroes in the large cities, and he 
has recently recognized in Louisiana, in a 
distinct fashion, the “lily White faction 
of the Republicans down there. 


Thinks Negro Should Use Hands. 
In a conference with Booker T. Washington 
the other day President Taft expressed his 
opinion in a positive manner that an indus- 
trial education was the best thing, and, in 
fact, the only thing for the negro at the 
present stage of his racial development. This 
was entirely in accord with Dr. Washing- 
ton's views, inasmuch as the education he 
furnishes at Tuskegee practically is all in- 
dustrial, or is, at least, framed on a tech- 
nical basis. 
The president's hearty indorsement of 
teaching the negro how to work with his 
hands was not received with enthusiasm by 
the colored politicians and the advocates. 
of higher education for the negro. Too many 
of the colored people have become imbued 
with the idea that education is a means to- 
ward a life without hard work. 
Most of the students who go to the literary . 
colleges for the black men want to be preach- 
ers, doctors, or lawyers. Practically all of 
them are politicians and advocate continued 
agitation to secure the political rights of 
the negro in the south, which is exactly the 
opposite plan of campaign adopted by Book- 
er ‘Washington, and heartily indorsed by 
President Taft. The result is that the rad- 
ical political agitators among the negroes are 
extremely distrustful of the president and 
are afraid he intends to turn over the po- 
litical fabric in the south to the Democrats 
and the white Republicans exclusively. 


Brownsville Men Can Return. 

As it to furnish a complete refutation to 
this charge President Taft has gone ahead to 
give the Brownsville black soldiers a chance 
to return to the army, practically in their 
old positions and with the same privileges 
in regard to retirement and longevity pay. 
This is something which President Roose- 
yelt never would have agreed to of his own 
motion. The discharge of the Brownsville 
battalion by Mr. Roosevelt caused 80 much 
criticism throughout the country that the 
colonel, who was naturally a friendly sort 
of man and who took lunch with Booker 
Washington without hesitation, conceived a 
great dislike to any propo@ition to restore 
the black soldiers to theft piace in the 
army. 

President Taft, on the other hand, nad a 
different record. When the Brownsville mat- 
ter first came up it was he who suspended 
the order for the discharge of the soldiers, 
pending another appeal to President Roose- 
velt, who was then on his way to the isthmus 
of Panama. Mr. Taft then was the secre- 
tary of war and was as much bound by the 
order of discharge as the humblest soldier. 
The officers of the army, who were accus- 
tomed to silent obedience to every order 
from a superior officer, were astonished at 
this action of the secretary of war, and yet 
he did it because he felt, as a judge, that 
there was not evidence enough to convict 
the men of any personal offense against 
the military regulations. 

The suspension of the order amounted to 
nothing because President Roosevelt by cable 
and with some exhibition of feeling directed 


The men were there- 
fore discharged without ever having had even 
@ semblance of a trial of any kind, either 


civil or military.

Mr. Taft who, as secretary of war, was 
powerless to interfere with the policy which 
President Roosevelt insisted upon, now pro- 
poses to give the colored soldiers a fair 
chance to have their reputations restored to 
them Congress at its last session provided 
for the reinstatement of such soldiers as 
should be found innocent of complicity in the 
outbreak by a board composed of general 
officers of the army. The law was not likea 
by President Hoosevelt, but he accepted it 
and President Taft proposes to execute it 
to the letter. 

The proceeding in many respects is an ex- 
traordinary one, because private soldiers are 
given what amounts to à court of inquiry 
composed of the general officers of the army. 
The average private or non issioned of- 
ficer is tried by a summary court or general 
court martial at headquarters. The Browns- 
ville negro soldiers are to be given a hear- 
ing before a tribunal such as would be 
created for trying an ouense alleged to have 
been committed by a colonel or brigadier 
general. 

This extraordinary and dignified court of 
inquiry has been made up of Gens. Young,

While the Jackson boulevard bridge was 
being swung last night to permit the pas- 
sage of a boat, an automobile containing 
four persons crashed through the safety 
chajn and sped on to the swinging struc- 
ture. 

G. S. Wegener of Oak Park, who was driv- 
ing the car, lost control of it, and at the 
east end of the structure it collided with a 
steel girder. Wegener was thrown from the 
auto, which swerved and ran into the north 
curb, throwing the other occupants to the 
street. All were injured and taken to St. 
Luke’s hospital. 


The Injured.

Saved by Bridgetender. 
But for the presence of mind of W. D. 
Haight, night bridgetender, the automobile 
with its occupants would have gone into the 
river. From the bridge house, where he 
operated the electric lever, Haight saw the 
machine dash through the chain, ahd from 
the way the machine wabbled from side to 
side he knew it was beyond the control of the 
driver. 
He stopped the swinging of the bridge and 
quickly turned it back to position. Had he 
failed to do this the auto must have gone into 
the river off the swinging structure.

Several automobiles and other vehicles ap- 
proached the bridge from the west end. An 
auto containing J. H. Reid, 581 West Jack- 
son boulevard, came to a stop about seventy- 
five feet west of the bridge. 


Safety Chain Is Broken. 
While the electric gong was sounding its 
danger signal Policeman Robert Lind pulled 
the safety chain across the approach to the 
structure, blocking the street. His hand til 
clutched the chain as the Wegener machine 
rushed upon the bridge, smashing the linked 
barrier. 
Wegener and his party were on their way 
to the Illinois theater. Mr. Russell, who js 
on his way to Germany, had been the guest 
of honor at a small dinner given by the 
Wegeners at their home. 
Mr. Wegener seems to have had a premoni- 
tion of danger. When he went home early 
in the evening he told Mrs. Wegener he was 
exceedingly tired and asked that he be ex- 
cused from going to the theater after dinner. 
Mrs. Wegener insisted that it would appear 
discourteous to their guests and that he 
must go. 
But I feel queer about the trip.“ he said. 
I would much rather remain at home.” 
Finally he consented reluctantly to drive 
the party to the city, saying he probably 
would not attend the performance himself, 
but would return home, after taking the 
party to the door of the theater. Mrs. Weg- 
ener agreed to this arrangement, thinking, 
of course, her husband would change his 
mind once he was on the way. 
Those who saw the Wegener machine ap- 
proach the bridge say it was going at high 
speed. Owing to the wet, slippery condition 
of the street, which is on an incline, Mr, 
Wegener was unable to stop the auto. 
As the machine tore through the safety 
chain the glass wind shield was smashed and 
the particles struck the occupants in the 
face. Mr. Wegener was nearly blinded by 
blood that trickled from the cuts in his fore- 
heed, and this acted as a further handicap 
in his effort to guide the machine, 


Women Scream in Terror. 
The auto swerved to the left and ran into 
a girder, bending the axle and breaking the 
front wheel. Mrs. Wegener and Miss Quinn 
were screaming as the disabled car sped 
across the bridge, which they ren was 
swinging. . 
Suddenly the wheels stopped grinding and 
the big structure came to a stop. Bridge- 
tender Haight had grasped the situation and 
averted what probably would have been the 
loss of lives. 
When the automobile réached the east end 
of the bridge the span was back in position. 
Mr. Wegener was making heroic efforts to 
guide the auto, but the steering apparatus 
would not respond. He clung to the wheel 
until the car smashed into a girder ten feet 
from the east end, throwing him ont. 
Like a flash the auto shot across the bridge, 
knocking down the danger signal, and kept 
on until it was stopped by the stone curbing 
at the north side of the street.

FUNERAL TO COST $40,000. 
Editor Is Given $1,000,000 as Last 
Token of Friendship.

PARIS, June 4.—M. Chauchard, multi- 
millionaire owner of the Louvre department 
stores, is dead at the age of 81 years. He 
owned a priceless collection of pictures 
which it is hoped he left to the nation. He 
also owned a Gobelin carpet for which he 
paid $300,000 and on which he allowed nobody 
to step except himself. 

It is reported that he bequeathed $1,000,000 
to M. Calmetto, editor of Figaro, as a token 
of his friendship. 

In the death of M. Chauchard Paris will 
be given the chance to attend the most regal 
funeral in its history. Chauchard, when 
realizing the end was nearing, attended to 
the matter to the smallest detail. In the 
Pére-Lachaise cemetery he had built a 
sarcophagus costing $16,000, and he pur- 


chased a casket for $4,000 and set aside $40,- 
000 for his funeral. 


Gay Coaches for Mourners. 
After lying in State two days, during which 
the shop is to be closed, the corpse will be 
placed in a magnificent car, preceded by 4,000 
employés in habits of mourning and a guard 
of horsemen, and borne to the Madeleine. 
The mourning coaches provided for those in- 
vited are the gayest of all in the styles of 
Louis Quinze. There will be shaven 
coachmen and footmen in gala costumes im- 
pressively trimmed in gold lace of specially 
lavish designs, knee breeches, wigs, and 
cocked hats.

which there can be no dispute in theory 
merely because the legislature and the ad- 
ministration do not dare to raise the state 
tax rate sufficiently to get the money to per- 
form them. 

Just what the state tax levy will be this 
year is still in doubt. In the governor’s of- 
fice the appropriation bills are being checked 
up to ascertain the exact total, which is rep- 
resented as being in the neighborhod of 
$19,300,000 for the two year period. 

In the auditor's office estimates have been 
prepared which show that to raise this 
amount of money a tax rate of 56 cents on the 
$100, according to the present method of 
assessment, will be required. This estimate 
does not take into account all the additional 
revenue expected to be raised under the 
operation of such new acts of the legislature” 
as the Inheritance tax amendment and the 
new corporation law. 

Just. what these two acts will produce, if 
they are signed and become operative, is not 
known, but it is estimated that together they 
will bring in about $2,000,000 for the first 
year and annually about $1,000,000 there- 
after. 

Rate May Be Held Down. 

Gov. Deneen probably will veto some of 
the items in the appropriations bill and with 
the cuts made by him and the increases in 
revenue and new legislation the tax rate 
may be held down. 

Two years ago the assembly appropriated 
$20,208,146. This year's budget contains 
nearly $1,000,000 less and represents a cut 
of over $10,000,000 from the requests, 

If Gov. Deneen signs the bond and reve- 
nue bills the assessed value of taxable prop- 
erty will be one-third instead of one-fifth of 
the full value, and the tax rate will come 
down proportionately, although the bills do 
not contain any limitation of the state rate. 
If the governor signs them word will be sent 
to all assessing bodies to govern themselves 
in accordance with the new laws. 

Speaker Shurtleff hastened his departure 
from Springfield because of the iliness of his 
daughter. He signed all the bills before he 
went, but added to one of his signatures that 
the particular bill had to be sent to the at- 
torney general to determine what had been 
done to it. This measure was senate bill 57 
by Senator Lundberg, creating the position 
of fire marshal. 


Says Bill Repeals Magna Charta. 
In signing it, Mr. Shurtleff wrote on it: 
“This bill passed the house under a mis- 
apprehension on the part of many members 
as to its contents. This bill, in effect, re- 
peals Magna Charta. It provides for the 
absolute confiscation of property, and in 
establishing secret hearings reénacts the 
Spanish inquisition, and I therefore refuse 
to certify this as a bill. 
“ EDWARD D. SHURTLEFF, 
“Speaker of the House.“ 

The attorney general held that notwith- 
standing the fact that Mr. Shurtleff said “ he 
refused to certify the bill, he nevertheless 
had done so in stating that it had passed the 
house and by signing it. 

The governor has many requests for hear- 
ings on bills before he signs them. One 
comes from superintendents of schools in 
counties and cities who want to be heard on 
the Ettelson school textbook bill before it is 


signed. 


Ask Receiver for United Servias. 

In a petition for a receiver, brought yesterday 
in the Circuit court by three stockholders of the 
United Servian Publishing company, John P. Pal 


expressed great regret yesterday at the 
report that Gov. Deneen has decided to veto 
the Municipal court bill, but the chief justice 
said he presumed it could not be different, as 
the senate had bungled the amendments to 
the bill in such a way as to make its legality 
doubtful. 

“The bill as drawn by the judges was all 
richt,“ said the chief justice, but the man- 
ner in which amendments were made to the 
bill rendered its constitutionality doubtful. 
The proposed salary raises as provided in the 
bill were all right. The chief trouble came 
from two sources. 

In amending the proposed law the senate 
made the error in several places of amending 
the old law instead of the amended law. The 
great error came, however, in trying to 
amend sections regarding the referendum. 
An-amendment was passed inserting three 
lines between two sections of the bill without 
providing for striking out those sections. 
The result was a bungle which provided for 
four referendums instead of two and left the 
bill with no chance of being approved. 

“That this should occur is greatly to be 
regretted. The people are beginning more 
and more to realize the importance of these 
courts and the necessity of having the best 
men upon the bench here. 

“The Municipal court is in most cases a 
court of last resort, because of the law that 
governs appeais in civil cases. This em- 
phasizes the need of high class, experienced 
lawyers on the bench. The court has not 
been a burden to the taxpayers. It deserves 
well of the people, and it is greatly to be re- 
gretted that the several measures intended 
for improvement and provided in the amend- 
ed bill have not become law.“

Union Order a Ruse. 

John Sheridan, general secretary of the 
teamsers’ union of Chicago and vicinity, 
with which, the strikers are affiliated, ex- 
plained that the order to the drivers to wear 
their buttons was a ruse adopted as a means 
of forcing a confefence to discuss the demand 
for an increase in wages. The present scale 
is $12, $13, $14, and $15 a week.

REAL WARSHIP HERE TODAY 


Gunboat Nashville Will Drop 
Anchor at Randolph Street. 


MANNED BY STATE RESERVES 


Largest Ever Turned Over for Use as 
Training Vessel. 


A real man of war will anchor at Randolph 
street this afternbon. It is the twin serew 
gunboat Nashville, which on a day in the 
spring of 1898 opened hostilities between the 
United States and Spain. 

The Nashville will be met fifteen miles 
down the lake by the training ship Dorothea. 
When it drops anchor it will have completed 
a journey of more than 2,000 miles on sea, 


river, and lakes. It sailed several weeks ago 


from Boston and has been manned from 
bridge to stoke hole by a crew of 125 Illinois 
Naval Reserves and commanded by Capt. W. 
F. Purdy. 

In all things, the Nashville is the biggest 
ship ever turned over to the reserves of any 
state for use as a training ship. The Doro- 
thea, hitherto the pride of the reserves, is a 
mere toy compared to it. 


Like Unarmored Cruiser. 

Although classed as a gunboat, the Nash- 
vill approaches in size the unarmored cruis- 
ers of the type of 1895, and in armament it 18 
heavy enough to give the lake tars ample 
practice in preparation for handling twelve 
inch guns in real war. Its battery consists 
of eight four inch rapid fire guns, four six 
pound rapid firers, two one pounders, and 
two machine guns. 

Swooping down on Chicago under a hostile 
flag and turning its four inch battery loose 
on the city’s steel ribbed skyscrapers, it could 
stir up more excitement in two minutes than 
fifty graft charges in the city hall. One shot 
from an aft port four incher would wreck 
the Art institute. 


Demon of Destruction. 

Against the new Dreadnought type, the 
four inch shell is comparatively harmless— 
against all else it is a demon of destruction, 

The Dorothea will be in charge of Lieut. 
Cecil Page when it welcomes the Nash- 
ville. Lieut. Page hopes to have the gun- 
boat in the harbor by 8 o'clock. The Nash- 
ville, with its two funnels, twin screws, and 
powerful engines, is capable of running six- 
teem knots an hour, and according to its 
time made yesterday the officer’s hope should 
be fulfilled.

IW OPPOSITION 10 SUBWAY 


West Side Business Men Name a 
Committee to Investigate. 


ASSOCIATIONS MAY UNIIE. 


Jefferson Street Merchants Offer Help 
at Joint Meeting. 


Another move in the protest that has been 
raised by merchants outside the loop against 
proposed subway plans came last night when 
the members of the West Side Business Men's 
association appointed a committee to study 
the subway problem and report at the next 
meeting. 

The association has been aroused by the 
formation of the new association of Chi- 
cago Retail Merchants Outside the Loop,” 
and while the members last evening were 
unwilling to go on record as definitely oppos- 
ing the present subway plans, the sentiment 
of the meeting appeared to indicate that the 
association will join with other organizations 
in opposing the proposed $15,000,000 bond 
issue, 

Associations Plan Union. 

It was significant of the growing interest 
aroused by this subject that a delegation of 
the Jefferson Street Business Men's associa- 
tion attended the meeting, which was heid in 
Columbia hall, Tweifth and Halsted gtreets, 
and proposed that the two organizations 
unite for work. The proposition was re- 
ceived favorably and it is believed the union 
will be effected. 

The objection of the merchants outside the 
loop to the proposed subway plans is based 
largely upon proposals to carry the subway 
well out into the north, south, and west sides. 


Merchants Fear Loss of Trade. 

The merchants belieye this will cause vir- 
tually all the trade to center.in the loop. 
They favor a subway that will extend under 
the loop, but not too far out. On the west 
side the merchants favor fixing Canal street 
as the extreme limit.

AMUSEMENT PLACE CHARGES 
EXTORTION BY FOREST PARK. 


Managers of Concessions Named in 
Warrants for Selling Liquor With- 
out License Accuse Justice of Peace. 


Charges of attempted extortion were made 
last night, following the service of warrants 
issued by Justice of the Peace Frank Leh- 
mann of Forest Park to Chris Lange of that 
suburb charging that the agement of 
the amusement park is collide liquor ille- 
gally and conducting amusement exhibitions 
without license. The park officials hromise 
to take the affair to the grand jury, 

They charge the existence of an organized 
effort to blackmail the amusement institu- 


ion. 

‘ The issuing of a summons by Justice Leh- 
mann at the behest of Chris Lange, charging 
Forest Park with selling liquor without a 
license,” said Paul D. Howse, manager of the 
park, is simply the fulfillment of a threat 
by Lange to cause ug trouble unless he was 
given a candy wheel privilege in Forest Park, 
or put him on the pay roll. We refused his 


test—four pages long—be printed in the 
minutes of the meeting. The board laid it on 
the table by a vote of 6to2. Mrs. Alexander 
then delivered some freshly generated opin- 
ions on the board of trustees. 

Mrs. Mary E. Busey of Urbana alone stood 
by Mrs. Alexander throughout the meeting, 
yoting with her to publish the protest. 

Either because of the length of the dis- 
cussion, or because of the excitement 
aroused by it, the board omitted to take 
action on the most important matter before 
4 the election of a treasurer to succeed 
elge A. Haugan, who died recently. 


Statements Declared Untrue. 

When William L. Abbott, president of the 
board of trustees, heard of Mrs. Alexander s 
action he so far forgot the decision of the 
board to ignore the matter as to declare that 
she had made statements which were whol- 
ly untrue and to point out the exact state- 
ments. 

The conflict originated in a report published 
in Tue Tripune of April ot a speech by 
Mrs. Alexander before the committee of ap- 
propriations of the house of representatives 
at Springfield. Basing its action on this re- 
port the board of trustees met the same day 
and passed a resolution concemning Mrs. 
Alexander. She contended that this gave 
a totally false impression of her attitude 
toward the appropriations.” 

Says Report Is Correct. 

“The board has ample evidence that the 
report in THe TRIBUNS of April 2¥, which 
Mrs. Alexander declares is exaggerated and 
false, is conservative and substantially cor- 
rect,“ said President Abbott. Therefore, it 
found no reason to recede from the position it 
has taken. 

The condemnatory resolution stated that 
Mrs. Alexander had in committee meeting 
voted for the report which she condemned 
before the legislature. Mrs. Alexander flatly, 
in underscored sentences, denies this. She 
stated that no vote ever was taken, and that 
if such a vote had been taken she would have 
voted against the items in question. 

In support of this she produced the printed 
minutes of the meeting, which showed no 
vote on the matter, but a roll call on an en- 
tirely irrelevant collateral matter. 


Contradicted by President. 

Mr. Abbott stated with much emphasis 
last night that every member present knew 
there had been a roll call and vate on the 
resolution, and that Mrs. Alexander voted 
yes, and that the minutes were in error 
in attributing the roll call to the amend- 
ment instead of to the resolution proper. 

Some luckless member of the board drew 
the wrath of Mrs. Alexander upon his head 
by stating that she should have asked per- 
mission of the board before attacking their 
recommendations before the legislative com- 
mittee. 4 

This is no political caucus,” she sale. 
I did not need to ask permission of any one. 
I am a public officer, elected by the people, 
to assist in administering one of the most 
important trusts in the state. The minority 
has a right to be heard, and the public have 
a right to be correctly informed, The ap- 
propriations committee, in particular, had a 
right to the information which I gave them. 

“We, as trustees, have a double duty. We 
must conserve both the interests of the peo- 
ple and of the university. I regarded the 
veterinary appropriation as incapable of 
good defense, and I feel that the facts 
brought out by the house appropriations 
committee have shown that I was right.” 

Mrs. Alexander was indignant over the re- 
fusal of the board even to print her side in the 


minutes. 


Explains Refusal of Plea. 

“If its publication were permitted,“ said 
President Abbott, the board would in jus- 
tice to itself be compelled to accompany it 
with a full statement of all the facts in the 
case. This would show that in order to main- 
tain her position that the university is money 
mad, that it is being conducted on extrava- 
gant lines, and that its board has endeavored 
to deceive the legislature, she has put a false 
interpretation on the acts of the board and 
has made statements which are wholly un- 
true and calculated to injure the university 
in the opinion of the public and the legisia- 
ture. 

“In spite of Mrs. Alexander's parting 
threat to put it M the paper, the board wise- 
ly decided to ignore the whole matter.“ 

Mrs. Alexander expressed much resent- 
ment at the action of the IHini club of Chi- 
cago, which passed resolutions condemning 


her “ traitorous conduct, but said she loved | 


the students at Champaign too well to be 
angry with them for the stunts ” ridiculing 
her which they enacted before 10,000 specta- 
tors at the interecholastic circus.

Graduating Class Gives Banquet. 


The graduating class of the Chicago Kent College 
of Law gave a banquet last night in De Jonghe’s 
restaurant, Dean Webster Burke presiding. 


The only method of obviating the necessity 
of the process ae a temporary expedient 
suggested to the committee was that of state 
or federal regulation. 

Commissioner Evans said his department 
would welcome the inception of such a move- 
ment. 

“Give us the chance of obtaining state or 
national legislation, he said, and we will 
get behind the idea and work for it night 
and day. That is what we must have finally, 
but until we have universal enforcement of 
the tuberculin test, at least so far as our own 
milk supply goes, we cannot afford to neglect 
our own welfare by failing to pass local 
laws. 

Dr. T. J. Bryan of the state food commis- 
sion was one of the speakers to favor more 
than local legislation. He opposed the pas- 
teurization process because of the chemical 
changes involved, but admitted that where 
the cows have not been subjected to the tu- 
berculin test the cooking should be de- 
manded. 

Fears Loss of Market. 

S. B. Shilling, president of the National 
Dairy union, declared pasteurization an ef- 
fort to conceal imperfections in milk, that 
the enforcement of the ordinance under con- 
sideration was impossible, and that ite pas- 
sage by the council meant the removal of 
Chicago’s butter market to another city. In 
reply to a question from Dr. Evans, he said 
his association favored the annulment of the 
entire ordinance, leaving no requirement for 
the tuberculin test. 

H. J. Credicott, butter inspector of the 
dairy division of the department of agricul- 
ture, said that all the members of the depart- 
ment favored pasteurization, but that the 
present ordinance, in that it necessitates an 
examination of dairies in several states, 
could not be enforced. He urged the passage 
of national laws.

Washington, D. C., June 4—Through fore- 
noon, afternoon, and evening sessions the 
senate today labored on the cotton sched- 
ule in the tariff bill. Mr. La Follette com- 


pleted his long speech attacking the changes | 


in the Dingley rates, which were recom- 
mended by the senate finance committee and 
replied to Sendtor Penrose’s charge that he 
was shamming sickness as an exeuse for 
his absence from the session last night. He 
gaid he was not sick, but was tired and was 
resting in order to be in shape to continue 
his speech today. . 

At the night session Chairman Aldrich re- 
plied to Mr. La Follette's assaults upon the 
work of the finance committee and made a 
general defense of amendments which he as- 
eerted were necessary to carry out the in- 
tent of the framers of the Dingley law. 

Mr. Aldrich said that estimates of ad va- 
lorem equivalents of specific rates could 
mot be accurately figured when the value 
of the goods ranged from 7 to 30 cents a 
square yard. 

He declared that there were high and low 
rates in the specific rates of the cotton goods 
schedule and that foreign manufacturers 
would change their methods of manufacture 
if necessary to take advantage of low rates. 
Mr. Aldrich said the committee's rates were 
lower than those intended by the Dingley 
law, although they might De higher than the 
rates under which certain goods are now 
admit because of misinterpretation in the 
courts of the intent of the existing law. 

Says Importers Only Object. 

Mr. Aldrich declared that nobody but the 
importers have protested against the senate 
bill rates as being too high. He read a let- 
ter from an appraiser in the New York cus- 
tom house stating that goods affected by 
the decision placing certain cotton cloths 
under the paragraphs for clothes assessed 
<ccording to the count of threads. amounted 
to 10 to 12 per cent of the importations. 
lie compared this statement to that made by 
those who criticised the rates on the assump- 
tion that these goods came in in only neg- 
ligible quantity. The letter stated that the 
goods, which were assessed at 45 per cent ad 
valorem now were assessed at from 25 to 40 
per cent as the result of the decision. 

The speaker declared the menace to the 
American cotton goods industry will be the 
manufacture of those goods by Japan. He 
predicted, however, that the United States 
would become the greatest producer and 
manufacturer of cotton goods if its interests 
Were protected. 

He reviewed the process of the southern 
states in the manufacture of cotton goods, 
and appealed directly to the southern sen- 
ators to meet the question fairly. He said: 

“I appeal to you directly not to vote for 
this bill for I know that this you will not 
do while I am in the senate—to look at this 
question as affecting the prosperity of your 
section. The time will come when the south 
will be found standing shoulder to shoulder 
with the north in an effort to perpetuate this 
great industry.” Mr. Aldrich declared that 
the New England senators had proved them- 
selves to be the south's best friends. 

Reviewing the various court decisions in 
reference to the cotton schedule, Mr. Aldrich 
declared the government has paid out ag 
much as $5,000,000 a year as refunds of duties 
on account of decisions resulting from am- 
biguity in the Dingley law. He said a recent, 
decision of the Supreme court would require 
the government to make a refund of $500,000. 


No one was required to call for a quorum 
when the senate met this morning, as nearly 
every senator was in his place when the 
senate met. Contrary to the general ex- 
pectation, the opening scene when Mr. La 
Follette took the floor was pacific. Mr. La 
Follette and Mr. Gallinger had a friendly ex- 
change of words relating to the refusal of 
the Wisconsin senator to yield to his New 
Hampshire colleague for a question yester-

Mr. La Follette then said he had not been 
sick yesterday, but, after holding the floor 
over five hours, did not feel in condition to 
continue at night and had remained at home 
to rest. He called attention to the fact that 
there were other senators who might have 
spoken last night, including Mr. Aldrich, who 
had promised an explanation of the cotton 
schedule. Turning towards Mr. Aldrich, 
Senator La Follette remarked that that 
senator stood up on this floor as any other 
senator.”’ 

Then, referring to the session of last even- 
ing as sensational to such an extent as 
to obscure the debate, he turned to Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania. 

As to the remarks of the senator from 
Pennsylvania,” he said, I would suggest 
that he wouid render an important service 
to the country and to his state if he would 
account for the way he spends his time when

Clash with Penrose Avoided. 

Sitting upright and leaning forward, Mr, 
Penrose gave close attention to every word 
of the senator from Wisconsin.

Guilt of None Proven. 


For a long time now the opinion has been 
general that the outrage at Brownsville was 
committed by negro soldiers. There were 
various theories at one time that the Browns- 
ville people had shot themselves up or that 
some of the town negroes had been the of- 
fenders. While it is true there has been no 
testimony even remotely tending to incrimi- 
nate any men specifically, the evidence all- 
goes to show that the shooting up of the town 
was done by a small crowd of soldiers. They 
were, of course, not justified, and their of- 
fense was a great deal move serious than 
if it had been committed by civilians. 

The chances are that none of the older 
soldiers or nonc issioned officers either 
took part in the affray or had any previous 
knowledge of it. Some of them may know 
now who did the shooting, but if they do the 
fact has not leaked out, although the war 


almost constantly. 

President Roosevelt submitted to congress 
an alleged confession by a negro soldier, im- 
plicating some of his comrades, but the so-. 
called confession was promptly disavowed 
and it never has been believed by the people 
in or out of the army, nor have the detectives 
been believed by tke people acquainted with 
the facts. 


Cannot Punish Any Guilty Now. 

What evidently disturbed President Taft 
as a trained judge was the fact that more 
than 150 soldiers had been discharged from 
the army summarily because of an offense 
which was committed at best by not overa 
dozen men. Thenew court, curiously enough, 
was organized not to convict but to acquit. 
It has no power to punish any men now, even 
if it did succeed in fixing the responsibility. 
They are not in the army and are not in any 
way amenable to court martial any more 
than any other private citizen. 

Incidentally the court will go over the tes- 
timony in such a way as to eliminate those 
who can furnish satisfactory proof of inno- 
cence and their whereabouts at the time of 
the raid into town. For instance, if a non- 
commissioned officer can show that he was 
in his quarters and asleep at the time the first 
shot was fired it is a moral certainty that he 
was not guilty of any greater offense than a 
possible knowledge in advance. 

Those who are acquainted with the dignity 
and personal importance of the noncomm's- 
sioned negro officers will be slow to believe 
that any number of them knew anything 
about the raid either before or after it oc- 
curred. The negro soldiers have long go 
found that they could expect more leniency 
from a white officer than from the colored 
noncoms, who nearly always are martinet:s 
and who prize their military position so much 
that they would be the last men in the wor.d 
to participate in such a raid. 4 


Negroes Had Much Provocation. 


One thing which was not brought out clear - 
ly in the original testimony was the grea: 
provocation which the negro soldiers had for 
retaliation. They were in a little southern 
town the white inhabitants of which had 
been brought up to despise the negro and 
prevent any attempt on his part to secure so- 
cial recognition. The negro soldiers, al- 
though wearing the uniform of the United 
States, were treated in the shabbiest kind of 
way and were subjected to insult and injury 
almost every day. White soldiers repeated!yv 
have turned upon the toughs of the western 
towns and attacked them in such a way as tu 
cause death. The average negro soldier is 
supposed to be more ignorant than the white 
privaté. 

The white officers of the battalion, as is well 
known, were much chagrined at this treat - 
ment of their soldfrs, and there have been 
intimations that some of them were neither 
surprised nor mortified when the boys 
broke out on that hot night in August and 
got even for the real and fancied injures 
which the Browns ville people had inflicted 
upon them. 

There was no evidence that any of the old 
negro noncoms had been particularly in- 
sulted or abused. Most of them had had 
experience enough to know that they were 
better off in the garrison than in the town, 
and those who were looking forward to re- 
tirement on a pay which approaches wea!th 
for the average negro of their class knew 
that no possible good could come to them by 


Keeping of Secret Wonderful. 


It is doubtful even if the men who partici- 
pated in the raid could have imagined that 
the secret would be kept so completely, he. 
cause from that day to this there has not 
been a scrap of evidence which would be ac- 
cepted anywhere as tending to implicate any 
particular man. 

What President Taft has ordered the court 
to do is to subject any soldier whe comes be- 
fore it to a most rigid oral examination. He 
will be cross examined, badgered, and tor- 
tured with questions, and if he comes out of 
the ordeal safely he will be entitled to rein- 
statement, and this will be President Taft's 
answer to those who think he is disposed to

KIJABE, British Bast Africa, June 4.—The 
members of the Roosevelt party arrived here 
yesterday afternoon on a special train from 
Nairobi and spent the night in camp near the 
railroad station. 

This morning the party spent some time 
shooting monkeys, particularly the Colobus. 
Edmund Heller bagged three of the Colobus 
species and a green faced monkey and Ker- 
mit Roosevelt killed two large specimens of 
the former. Maj. Mearns occupied his time 
in shooting birds. 


Roosevelt Guest of Mission. 

Mr. Roosevelt this forenoon made a thor- 
ough inspection of the African Inland mis- 
sion, and afterwards had luncheon with forty 
of the missionaries and their wives and set- 
tlers in the country. The Rev. Mr. Hurl- 
burt in a speech welcomed Mr. Roosevelt to 
the mission. 

In replying the former president expressed 
his pleasure at being able to see the mission; 
and recalled the fact that his visit of today 
was the fulfillment of a promise made to Mrs. 
Hurlburt at Washington some time ago, 
when the missionary was introducing to Mr. 
Roosevelt at the White house the delegates of 
a Christian organization. 

“IT am glad to have seen the work person- 
ally.“ Mr. Roosevelt continued. “I am 
pleased to see the settlers and to find you 
working together, as it would be no credit to 
the missionary, the settler, or the official to 
do otherwise. I have a peculiar feeling for 
the gettlers working in this country, as they 
remind me of my own people working in the 
western states, where they know no differ- 
ence between easterner, westerner, north- 
erner, or southerner and pay no heed to creed 
or birthplace. 


Sees Country as White Man’s. 

There is ample work to be done, and all 
had best work shoulder to shoulder. I be- 
lieve with all my heart that large parts of 
East Africa will form the white man's coun- 
try. Make every effort to build up a prosper- 
ous and numerous population. I ask the set- 
tlers to cotperate with the missionaries and 
treat the native justly and bring him to a 
higher level. 

“I particularly appreciate the way your 
interdenominational industrial mission is 
striving to teach the African to help himself 
by Industrial education, which is a prerequl- 
site to his permanent elevation, It seems to 
me that you are doing your work in a spirit 
of disinterested devotion to an ideal.“ 


SENATE TO GET GERMAN VIEWS. 


Memorials on Tariff Which Caused Row 
in Upper House to Be Pub- 
lished by Aldrich. 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—The summary 
of the contents of various memorials of Ger- 
man chambers of commerce and industrial 
establishments criticising statements made 
by American Manufacturers who appeared 
before the ways and means committee of the 
house will be presented to the senate tomor- 
row by Mr. Aldrich. He considers it a suffi- 
client vindication of his charge that German 
manufacturers had been impertinent.“ 

Witnesses before the house committee are 
criticised by the German manufacturers and 
their stätements in innumerable instances 
are declared to be incorrect and misleading, 
and in one case it is asstrted that data pre- 
sented were falee. Following’ are some of 
the most striking criticisms: 

Accredited to the chamber of commerce at 
Nuremberg is the statement that mne request 
of American manufacturers to raise the duty 
on bronze from 12 to 15 cents a pound is 
„ unreasonable.“ The same statement ad- 
mits that American wages are twice what 
they are in Germany, but asserts that the 
difference in cost of wages is not sufficient to 
warrant the increase of rate asked for by 
American manufacturers, It is asserted also 
that only about 100 persons are employed 
in this industry in the United States, which 
statement the New Jersey senators say is 
untrue, as there are over 200 persons employed 
in this industry in New Jersey alone. 

Testimony given befort the house commit- 
tee by Mr. Burgess, an American manufac- 
turer of china and porcelain, is criticised and 
termed inaccurate by German manufactur- 
ers. Thestatement of a Mr. Kurth regarding 
labor cost in the manufacture of clay pipes 
is characterized by a memorial of the cham- 
ber of commerce at Limburg to be “ incor- 
rect.“ A statement by an American manu- 
facturer of coal tar dyes named Schoellkopf 
is declared to not prove anything.“ 

Similar criticisms are made in answer to 
statements by the Corset Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation of the United States by former Con- 
gressman Littauer, concerning the manufac- 
ture of gloves; by producers of hops, and by 
manufacturers ‘of gold leaf jewelry, knit 
goods, lithographs, musical instruments, op- 
tical instruments, all kinds of paper, pencils, 
pottery, and a large number of other ar- 
ticles. It is denied in the report that the 
German exporters undervalue their goods.

It 
was rumored in Washington that the attack 
atigured something far more serious than 
nervous collapse, but there have been steady 
assurances from the White house that Mrs. 
Taft’s illness was not of a serious nature 
and that the patient was rapidly recovering. 

It has been noticed, however, that the presi- 
dent's wife has not left her apartments since 
her iliness began and it is known that Mr. 
Taft has been concerned about her condition. 
There have been one or two garden parties 
at the White house and one dinner since Mrs. 
Taft's retirement, but these were scheduled 
to take place before she was taken ill. In- 
vitations to functions there have ceased to 
appear. 

It is reported that Mrs. Taft's physicians 
have prescribed a summer of absolute quiet 
for her. Under the circumstances the presi- 
dent does not care to undertake a long and 
arduous journey into the west. 


Trip the President Planned. 

Although President Taft's itinerary had 
not been arranged, it was generally under- 
stood that he would attend the G. A. R. en- 
campment at Salt Lake City early in August 
and go from there to the transmissisesippi 
commercial congress at Denver. He was to 
remain in Colorado long enough to formally 
open the Gunnison tunnel irrigation project 
which the government has just completed. 
From there he was to have gone into the 
northwest to visit the Seattle exposition and 
go on to Alaska. 

Chicago was to have been visited on the 
way west. It practically had been agreed 
by the leaders in congress that Mr. Taft's 
traveling expenses this year were to be de- 
frayed by a special appropriation of $25,000, 
which was to be taken care of in an emer- 
gency appropriation bill to be introduced and 
passed towards the close of the extra session.

Washington, D. C., June 4.—To arrive ata 
means to carry the vast traffic of the con- 
tinent more smoothly, more equitably, and 
with less discrimination between localities 
was the object of a hearing held at the in- 
terstate commerce commission today in fur- 
therance of the effort of the National Asso- 
clation of Railway Commissioners to bring 
about uniformity of car service rules. 

A code of rules tentatively agreed upon 
by a committee of which Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Franklin K. Lane is 
the chairman, was under discussion all day. 
Representatives of railways and shippers’ 
organizations from all parts of the United 
States were present. 

“I need not enlarge upon the necessity for 
greater harmony in car service rules, said 
Commissioner Lane. The condition obtain- 
ing is one of chaos. We are endeavoring to 
bring about order.“

Congress Soon Will Get All sta- 
tisties on Projeet in 
Mississippi.

According to law the board was authorized 
to pass on the data collected by a special 
board created by congress to examine the 
Mississippi river below St. Louis for the pur- 
pose of collecting the data to enable the army 
engineers to reach a conclusion, with a view 
of. recommending action thereon. 

The report of the board will not be made 
public until after it has gone to congress. 


Criticisms Cause of Haste. 

Gen. Marshall will take pains to have the 
report placed in the hands of congress as 
soon as possible, in view of the criticisms 
that were made of the engineers. Secretary 
Dickinson will have the report before him 
and after consultations may forward the 
report immediately to congress. 

The proposed deep waterway from St. 
Louis to the gulf is a part of the great 
project to connect the great lakes with the 
gulf by a channel sufficient to accommodate 
large craft throughout the year. According 
to the legislation adopted by congress when 
it authorized the survey of the Mississippi, 
the engineers were ‘to collect data on the 
construction of a channel fourteen feet deep.

It is pertinent to ask what the commit- 
tee on ways and means or the finance 
committee has done to ascertain that dif- 
ference in the cost of production which 
should determine the tariff duties. Once 
or twice the question has been asked in 
the senate how much of the duty on a 
particular article represented the differ- 
ence if cost of production and how much 
represented the reasonable profit of the 
American manufacturer. Nobody an- 
swered beea use probably nobody knew. 
Nor does the finance committee seem 
to havé been anxious to perform the duty 
which President Taft said was devolved 
on the party. A mass of information rela- 
tive to the cost of production of certain. 
classes of goods in Germany was sent to 
it by the ‘state department. Tir data 
would have been of material service td the 
committee in fixing the proper duties on 
many articles in the steel and iron, cot- 
ton, and woolen schedules. They were 
sent back unused to the state deparfment. 
It is not too late to do something 
toward the revision of the tariff on the 
lines laid down by President Taft.

REACHING THE LAKE. 

The people of Chicago do not get as 
much use of the lake shore as they 
should. The development of the city has 
been unfortunate in some directions. The 


-awakening came too. late to prevent the 
barrier of the Illinois Central for miles, 


The completion of Grant park will re 
lieve the situation somewhat. But, at 
dest, conditions are far from satisfactory 
as they now exist. It is not difficult te 
imagine the healthfulness and pleasure 
attendant upon a fine beach stretchiag 
for a dozen miles along the city’s front. 

With things as they are and as they 
are likely to be for many years to come, 
the suggestion that car lines be extended 
eastward on Van Buren and Twelfth 
streets hardly seems worthy of indorse- 
ment. Such an extension would mean 
the crossing of Michigan avenue, from 
which street cars have but recently been 
removed after a long continued effort. 
The laying of.car tracks in Grant park 
is ‘not desirable; The switching of cars 
at the edge of the park would be objec- 
| tionable. The gains would be slight com- 
pared with the losses from the point of 
view of mynicipal beauty, 

The situation is not 80 serious after 
all when it is studied a little. For one 
5 cent fare passengers may be carried 
from many parts of the city to easy 
walking distance from the lake shore. 
The “L” roads, with their divergent 
branches, have several stations on Wa- 
bash avanue within a block of the boun- 
daries of Grant park. The Fifty-fifth 
and Sixty-first, and Sixty-third street cars 
approach close to the borders of Jackson 
park. At several places north of Fifty- 
first; qtreet car lines touch” the railroad 
tracks, over which bridges have been 
built On the north side it is not diffi- 
sult to reach the lakeside, whether by 
the streets or across the pleasant fields 
of Lincoln park.

The knowledge that the queen, who 1s, per- 
haps, the most popular figure in the united 
kingdom, popular with all parties and with 
all classes of society, entertains a pro- 
nounced distaste for Mrs. Asquith does not 
help matters, and serves to handicap the 
premier in a political way. When Mrs, As- 
quith was merely Margot, or Dodo, Ten- 
nant, her boldness of repartee and demeanor 
amused the then pfipcess of Wales, and 
though she did not-precisely approve of her, 
she laughed at her saliies, and at the time 
of her marriage sent her a cordial letter of 
congratulation, in which, between. the lines, 
there could be read a gentle reproof and a 
reminder that as a married woman and as 
the wife of a rising state@man she was un- 
dertaking new responsibilities in which his 
future was concerned.

ish in a plain woman of 50.

Miss Ina Law Robertson in the autumn of 
1808 started a movement to provide a pleas- 
ant and attractive home for young women of 
the working class and at such low rates that 
the poorest could become members.

Since then four 
clubs have been installed on the south side.

go when in the early days of 1887 he began 
to find himself lying awake in bed composing 
jeading articles, or dictating answers to let- 
ters, he decided it was time to change his 
business. He decided quickly, as he felt 
that it was either resigning his position or 
breaking down completely. This resigna- 
tion meant not only throwing down “ the 
wages of an ambassador, but abandonment 
of one of the highest positions in English 
journalism,” and with nothing in prospect, 
for he had burned his ships behind him 
when he accepted the editorship of the Daily 
News. I doubt, however, if he has ever had 
any reason to regret his determination 

Away back in 1874 it seems there was ex- 
ciiement on the subject of navigation in the 
air, and it was in a balloon that Mr. Lucy 
met the famous war correspondent, Mr. Fred 

Burnaby. They had a delightful trip through 
the air, though there was a storm on at 
the time; they rose to a height of 3,000 feet 
gbove it. It was in the following year that 
Burnaby made his famous ride to Khiva. 

Mr. Lucy devotes a whole chapter to Mark 

Twain, whom he first met at the table of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman. On this occa- 
sion, says Mr. Lucy, ““he was supremely 
dull, never once scintillating into a flash of 
humor.“ It was at this dinner that the plan 
of starting a paper to be called the Obituary 
was discussed. ‘‘ Mark and I were to be 
the sole proprietors,” says Mr. Lucy, “as 
well as the sole staff, and were to share equal- 
ly the revenues of the undertaking.”’ 

The broad but simple idea of the new paper 
was this: We were to fix upon a man in 
public life, preferably a wealthy person, and 
write, in the form of an obituary notice, a 
sketch of his career and a study of his char- 
acter involving heinous charges, embodying 
an appreciation of his character calculated 
to make him turn in his freshly dug grave. 
The article being set up in type was to be 
gent to the object of the kindly thought under 
cover of a letter, saying that unless we re- 
ceived down on the nail a sum ranging from 
4100 to £500, according to the estimated ca- 
pacity of the purse of the subject of our 
memoir, the article would appear in the 
Obituary contemporaneously with the an- 
nounce:mnent of his death.

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“A vear later I wrote Mark Twain inform- 
ing him of a contemplated visit to the United 
States. He replied: 

“*Quarry Farm, Elmira, N. T., Oct. 4 
1903.—My Dear Lucy: Your letter went to 
Hartford and thereby lost a couple bf days, 
arriving in this remote corner only todey. 
Still, I may possibly be able to catch you 
with a word of welcome before you sail. But 
Ican hardly hope for the good luck of seeing 
you, for we go on board our ship (bound for 

Italy) the evening of Oct. 28, and your ship 
will come in next day, after we shall have 
sailed. 

“*Tam sending to Hartford for that Punch, 
and will forward it to Helen Keller, whom 

vou and Mrs. Lucy must see and know. She 
is Well worth a journey. I shall speak to her 
publisher in New York, F. N. Doubleday, 
whom you must also know, and his partners 
and editors, Page and Lanier (brother of the 
late poet and scholar), all good fellows. And 
you must know Gilder (if you don't Already) 
and Harvey and the others, and Howells. 


To the best of my knowledge and belief 
we have but three histories of the city of 
New York. and all three of these by women. 
Mrs. Martha J. Lamb, who edited the Mag- 
azine of American History, was the author of 
one; Miss Mary L. Booth, the editor and 
founder of Barper’s Bazar, of another, and 
Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselaer of the third, 
which is just about to appear in the book 
stores. The latter is published by the Mac- 
millan company, and has been under way for 
a number of years. When Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer’e name first appeared in the 
magazines it was as the writer of papers on 
art matters, and she published one or two 
books along the same lines, but she was 
always reading and studying about New 
York, where she has lived all her life, and 
about which she knew a great deal even 
before she began writing on the 3 
If I remember rightly, she did write severa 
papérs on different aspects of New York 
City for the Century Magazine, but that was 
long ago. Her name has not appeared in 
print for several years, as she has been too 
busy working on this, her magnum opus, to 
turn aside for anything else. 
The two large volumes before me cover 
only a history of New York during the seven- 
teenth century, so I imagine that later on 
we will have two more volumes on the New 
York of the eighteenth and nineteerth cen- 
turies. In these volumes we have the history 
of the settlement planted by the Dutch in 
the island of Manhattan from its earliest 
days until the accession of William and 
Mary to the throne of England. Mrs. Van 
Rensselaer has found the history of this 
city most varied and picturesque, and par- 
ticularly interesting by reason of the pre- 
eminence it has achieved since the colonial 
days. The strongest claim of colonial New 
York upon the historian’s attention is the 
share taken by the province and city In the 
upbuilding of a nation new in fact and novel 
in character.“ In the Dutch days New York 
did not stand by any of the English colonies 
in their efforts to preserve or secure self- 
governing powers. From the beginning the 
history of this province is especialy instruc- 
tive as showing more clearly than that of 
any other that the American revolution was 
not a movement of transplanted Englishmen. 
More plainly than any other it shows how 
Europeans of diverse origin were trans- 
formed into Americans by the influence of 
their new environment.”

Ot all this his new book, THE PEOPLE 
AT PLAY,” bears abundant evidence. 
Hartt found himself interested, apparently, 
not only m amusements in the lower sense 
of the word, but in the psychology ef the peo- 
ple who were amused, and in pursuance of his 
whimsical researches he visited the amuse- 
ment parks, the dime museums, the burlesque 
theater, the melodrama, the cinematograph 
shows, the dance hall, the back 
the peripatetic shows come, and the baseball 
park. To all this he brought a more or less 
sympathetic scrutiny, and his impressions 
are expressed with a. delicious originality. 
Nor is he always glancing in his remarks. 
Though his mind sets toward laughter—per- 
haps because of that ready sympathy to 
which reference already has been made—yet 
he cannot escape seriousness altogether. 
After he had had his twenty pages of fun 
with the amusement parks—and no doubt he 
had fun at them to begin with—he concludes: 
“ Nevertheless I cannot escape the pathetic 
humor of this whole tumultuous situation. 
What more ludicrous and what more sad 
than the spectacle of vast hordes of people 
rushing to the ocean side to escape the city's 
din and crowds and nervous strain, and, once 
within sight and sound or the waves, court- 
ing worse din, denser crowds, and an infin- 
itely more devastating nervous strain inside 
an inclosure whence the ocean cannot possi- 
bly De seen?

EXTEND LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 


Protested Pittsburg-Cinelnnati Game 
Thrown Out and Must Be Replayed. 


Cincinnati, O., June 4.— [Special. I— Harry 
Pulliam will continue as head of the National 
league, notwithstanding rumors that he 
would be deposed at the meeting of the 
league directors today. That the matter was 
given much consideration by the directors of 
the big organization was indicated by the 
long drawn out meeting that convened soon 
after noon and did not adjourn until late to- 
night. 

After the close of the session it Was an- 
nounced that the leave of absence granted 
to Pulliam early in the spring had been ex- 
tended. During his absence John Heydler 
will continue as temporary chief of the 
league. Friends of Pulliam succeeded in 
heading off the desire of some of the mag- 
nates to bring about a change in the league 
leadership 

President Pulllam's presence in the city 
was not known here generally till after the 
meeting had adjourned and Presidents Brush 
of the New York club and Dreyfuss of Pitts- 
burg had left for the east. So far as known 
Mr. Pulliam did not confer with any of those 
here attending the meeting. 

The contest of the Cincinnati team for the 
disputed game at Pittsburg was sustained. 
Thie covers the case in which Wagner jumped 
from left to right in the batter’s box while.a Red 
pitcher was in position to deliver the ball. The 
umpire refused to call him out. Acting President 
Heydler sustained the umpire.
